The new amendments to the so­ 
cial security law, signed by P resi­ 
dent 
Kennedy, 
give 
men 
early 
benefit rights sim ilar to t h o s e 
women have had since 1956. 
The change applies to men be­ 
tween 62 and 65 years of age. and 
is designed especially to 
h e l p 
those who are unable to find em ­ 
ployment because of their age or 
poor health. 
A m an now 62 to 65 years of 
age can start receiving benefits 
with the month of August. But if 
he retires before he reaches age 
65. the monthly amount of benefit 
paid to him is reduced. He will 
continue to be paid the reduced 
am ount even after he reaches 65. 
Dependent widowers and the de­ 
pendent lathers of w orkers w h o 
have died, also can get benefits 
at age 62. Their benefits, like those 
of widows and dependent mothers, 
are not reduced. 
For men who retire early, the 
amount by which their 
benefits 
will be reduced depends on t h e 
number of months for which they 
will receive benefits while still un­ 
der 65 A worker v.ho retires and 
claim s his benefits as soon as he 
reaches 62 will qualify for 80 per 
cent of the amount that would be 
payable to him at age 65 based 
on his average earnings up until 
his retirement. If he w aits until 
he is 63. he will get 86 2-3 per 
cent of his full benefit; and if he 
wails until 64, the amount will be 
93 1-3 per cent. 
The reductions are 
figured so 
that a person m ay expect to re­ 
ceive. on the average, about the 
sam e amount if he takes reduced 
benefits beginning before he is 65, 
o r waits until 65. 
Members of the im mediate fam­ 
ily of a retired worker» can get 
dependents' benefits if the worker 
retire* at 62 or if he w aits. Eligi

They Might Stack the Deck 


W e live in>a curious, as well as a grim and unpredictable 
time. 


Relations between this country and the Soviet Union never 
were more tense. There is a strong feeling that a final show­ 
down over Berlin-a showdown which conceivably could lead 
to w ar—will come, this fall or winter. 


Vet various kinds of relations and negotiations between the 
two nations go on. Among them is a meeting to discuss a com­ 
mercial air treaty. 


The American negotiators are really going to have to keep 
on their toes in this. For the American line which would be per­ 
m itted to fly to Russia if the negotiations succeed is Pan Ameri­ 
can W orld Airways, a private enterprise which must pay its 
own way and attempt to make some kind of a profit for its 
40,000 stockholders. 


The Soviet line is Aeroflot, a branch of the Soviet Air Force 
and a wholly-owned arm of the Soviet government. Profit and 
costs mean nothing to it. Significantly, the Soviet negotiator is 
a Soviet Air Force general. 


Aeroflot, moreover, is a potent and expanding instrument 
in .the Soviet gov ernment’s economic offensive against the whole 
free world. Given a chance, it could present unmeetable compe­ 
tition, because it would have no regard for operating losses. 


The American negotiators must, exhaustively, scan every 
word and comma before committing us to an agreement, if 
legitimate and vital .American interests are to be guaranteed.

off in the 1961 sessions is m ore 
easily understood. 
Progress at the state level and 
development of new ideas and 
solutions that could ultimately 
provide the baais for federal leg- 
íslauon can be achieved only if 
the rotten - Borough system of 
representation in the legislature! 
is abolished end the urban areas 
given an adequate voice in shap­ 
ing state policies. 
Under the present rural, con­ 
servative coalition domination of 
m ost of the legislatures, there 
can only be a sort of continuing 
stalem ate.

of changing long - established 
customs. But even if he had said 
"tribal custom s" — which are 
bedeviling many a fledgling na­ 
tion today — the bridge might 
not have been complete. A n d 
doubtless he found It herd to 
understand why Ivory Coast citi­ 
zen* should doubt the sincerity 
of American Negroes who say 
they do not wish to “ return" to 
Africa. 
On both sides tredition and ex­ 
perience as well as race color 
thought. And too often the press 
accents the evils in both socie­ 
ties. considering them news just 
because they ere unusual. Afri­ 
cana focua on riots in Montgom­ 
ery. Americans center on m as­ 
sacres in the Congo. Neither are 
representative, end Mr Kennedy 
reesonebly esked th tt each coun­ 
try be judged by the purpose 
and effort of Its government and 
people. 
But thia w h o l e business of 
judging — especially when 
it 
estim ates a m an by his mem ­ 
bership in a tribe, race or class 
rather than by his qualities as 
an individual — ia to he ques­ 
tioned. "Judge not. lest ye be 
judged.” And the Bible has an­ 
other admonition particularly fit­ 
ting to this situation — that con­ 
cerning the priority of the beam 
at home over the mote abroad.

have never fully understood the 
prim ary purpose of the building 
of railroads, which was the trans­ 
portation of freight.” 
Admittedly, 
this 
"misconcep­ 
tion.” 
said 
the 
publication, 
is 
easy to understand because most 
people 
form 
their 
opinions 
on 
what they 
"see, feel and use." 
And the public’s general contact 
with the railroads has been in the 
role of passengers, not as freight 
buyers. 
What the M oPac deplores—and 
in this attitude it is joined by 
other railroads, both larger and 
sm aller—is the concept that the 
loss of the passenger trains spells 
the “ death” of 
the railroads. 
“ Railroading, 
from the 
stand­ 
point of its prim ary objective— 
the transportation of freight—is 
still a dynam ic, 
forward-moving 
industry." it said. "The big prob­ 
lem facing the railroad industry 
is not only how to hold the line 
on its declining passenger busi­ 
ness but, m ore importantly, how 
to hold the line on its deterio­ 
rating freight business."

Set New Trend 


For Prisoners

MEXICO CITY (UPI) - Prison 
officials recently unveiled a large 
outdoor mural which may set a 
new trend in rehabilitation of de­ 
linquents 
The 85-foot long. 10-foot high 
painting by a young Canadian t« 
regarded as therapeutic, accord­ 
ing to psychiatrists of the men's 
penitentiary in the suburb of U- 
lapalapa. 
Arnold Belkin, the 30-y ear-o ld 
painter, said he spent a year of 
research and another 10 month* 
in executing the work on the out­ 
er wall of a chapel building, fac­ 
ing a btg patio. 
His title for the work, "We Are 
All 
To 
Blame," 
(Todos 
Somos 
Culpables) has attracted attention 
of 
sociologists 
and 
penologists, 
who see in the painting a factor 
for eliminating the barrier be­ 
tween prisoner and society a n d 
easing the way for restoring crim­ 
inals to useful lives. 
Belkin 
s a i d 
prisoners 
who 
watched him work have told him 
they 
understood 
the 
painting, 
which he descr.bed as a portray­ 
al of the problems of the individ­ 
ual within the framework of so­ 
ciety, 
with panels dedicated to 
“regressions," 
"hostility,” 
"non­ 
constructive rebellion" "isolation 
of the individual" and "group re­ 
action.” 
Belkin has been a resident of 
Mexico since 1948, when he came 
from 
Canada 
to 
study 
mural 
painting with the late Diego Riv­ 
era and Jose Clemente Orozco, as 
well 
as David Alfaro Siqueiros, 
third of the Mexican "big three” 
in the art world. 
He had arranged to work is 
Orozco's assistant when the lat­ 
ter became ill, and studied with 
Jose Gutierrez, regarded interna­ 
tionally as an expert on scrylic 
paints. 
Belkin said he received no psy 
for his work, the prison providing 
only his m aterials 
But he welcomed the opportun­ 
ity because he is a strong be­ 
liever in “ the social function of 
m ural painting,” the young artist 
said.

side, 
he 
said, his paintings helped to “ ex­ 
ternalize anguish" and provide a 
release for disturbed persons.

Since I expect to be out of the 
country at the time and unable to 
cover the Inrernational Conference 
on High E nergy Accelerators. I 
think it w orth noting in advance 
that this will be the first pieeting 
during the 
Kennedy Administra­ 
tion of atom ic scientists. It will 
coincide with a meeting Sept. 5 
between our 
disarm ament nego­ 
tiator, John McCloy, and Soviet 
UN Am bassador Zorin. They will 
continue a discussion of nuclear 
disarm am ent 
m atters. 
While

would be w rong to tell my story 
as anything more than an unoffi­ 
cial hint, I believe there are some 
elements of significance. 
Nothing Developed 
Quite aside from nuclear explo­ 
sions, both our country and Russia 
have the 
mounting

what to do with the deadly atomic 
waste that resul's from virtually 
every experim ent I am told by 
the Atomic 
Energy Commission 


and by the State D epartm ent that 
recent notes on this subject have 
been exchanged between Ameri­ 
can and Soviet scientists,“ but noth­ 
ing has developed.” The B r o o k - 
haven meeting is a place where 
something could develop. 
The main subject of the Brook- 
haven conference will be further 
consultation of international scien­ 
tists on high enesgy physics and. 
in particular. examination of the 
high energy Synchrotron for atom- 
smashing. w h i c h has been con­ 
structed at Brookhaven. T h e s e 
matters are far beyond my com­ 
petence. but I have here a state­ 
ment on the subject by undoubted 
authorities.

It is concerned with pheno­ 
mena remote from our immediate 
and familiar surroundings, but . . . 
it the very heart of modern phys­ 
ics. and the product of m a n y 
centuries of effort to understand 
our universe.”

Both countries would 
benefit f r o m shared knowledge

For theee reasons I disclosed in 
a recent column the plan of a high- 
p l a c e d D emocratic personality, 
with special knowledge in t h i s 
field, to set up a j o i n t Russo- 
Am encan scientific center in East 
Germ any. The plan would have the 
advantage, among m a n y others, 
of pushing back the Iron Curtain 
while working with Russians in an 
area where there are no ideolo­ 
gies.
